SEVERE STORMS. 


Much Damage Reported in Towns in OE, 
and Elsewhere.

The sixth and seventh drifts 
have not been reached. It is expected 
thata large number of bodies will be 
found when the last two drifts are 
reached as most of the men were at 
work there at the time of the explo- 
sion. 

The work of rescue proceeds slowly.

No reputable scientist on our planet de- 
nies the existence of a God, The most 
a godless man can say is that he does 
not know; but for an atheistic man to say 
in his heart ‘there is no God’ is a very 
different thing. An unbelieving heart 
is not right. Our failure to believe in 
Christ indicates’ that we are wrong. 
Jesus Christ is the touchstone of char- 
acter and today divides the world. An 
idolatrous heart is not right. I know 
we do not bow down to wood or stone— 
if Isaid we bowed downto gold there 
might be some truth init. Idolators in 
the United States in the nineteenth cen- 
tury prefer anything to Christ. An 
old whaler was asked to give his heart 
to Christ. Give my heart to Christ?’’ 
he exclaimed. ‘Why, 1 bayen't any 
heart. Dig down to the place where 
my heart ought to be and you'll find a 
whale.’ How many of us have an idol 
in place of a heart? Aman who does 
not have God on his throne is an idola- 
tor. 

“Bitterness of heart toward others 
has kept as many people out of the 
kingdom as any other one thing.

A Frank Confession. 

The San Diego Sun publishes a re- 
port of the recent meeting of citizens 
at the Chamber of Commerce to urge 
an increase of appropriation for San 
Diego Harbor, and indulges in some 
rather censorious remarks concerning 
the same. After intimating that not 
much assistance can be hoped from a 
Democratic Congress, with its ideas of 
economy, and suggesting that the 
United States needs cruisers rather 
than harbors, the Sun says: 


But there is no necessity of worry over 
either project for several years yet. The 
Democratic majority in Congress must first 
» | be weeded out. When it then becomes 
feasible to effect this legislation, Los Ange- 
les should receive her just deserts. She 
will not get $6,000,000, but under some 
wise and efficient plan of improvement, San 
Pedro should be provided with a safe an- 
chorage for her maritime business. But 
San Diego would assuredly protest against 
the building of an artificial harbor there at 
enormous expense, which would tend to 
weaken or destroy the commerce of this 
port. Los Angeles is well aware that we 
would protest against such a course, and it 
would be mere hypocrisy upon her part to 
pretend that we should not. 


This at least has the merit of frank- 
ness, and, we believe, fairly represents 
the jealousy which San Diego would 
manifest toward any extensive improve- 
ments in the outer harbor of San Pedro. 
It is the old-time California idea that 
every community can help itself along 
in the race for prosperity by keeping 
every other community back. It is 
fallacious and vicious. If a port could 
be established at San Pedro which 
would attract the commerce of Liver- 
pool, we believe it would be the flnest 
thing that could happen to San Diego. 
for the latter place would most cer- 
tainly share largely in the enhanced 
business and prosperity. On the other 
hand, if San Pedro Hartor were filled 
up and abandoned as a port, we believe 
it would be a great misfortune for San 
Diego. The witty saying of one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence that we must all hang together, 
or we must all hang separately“ should 
be taken home and studied by every 
California community which feels dis- 
posed to adopt a narrow-minded and 
jealous policy. There is no great and 
permanent prosperity in store for any 
California city unless it be a part of 
the general prosperity of the State. 


Non- combustible Buildings. | 

The buildings of. the future—perhaps 
fifty ora hundred years hence—will be 
fireproof. In this we do not mean sim- 
ply the great office and bank buildings 
and warehouses, but all business blocks 
and residences as well. Then the in- 
surances companies will find their busi- 
ness growing smaller by degrees and 
beautifully less.“ When the tooth of 
time and the tongue of flame shall have 
destroyed all the combustible buildings 
of the present era, the insurance com- 
panies will go out of business alto- 
gether. 

This is undoubtedly a long look ahead, 
but we believe it is by no means so 
chimerical as most people would be apt 
to think at first glance. We are nearer 
such a consummation now than is com- 
monly supposed. Fireproof buildings 
are actually made of stone, brick, iron, 
- | tiling, zinc, tin and such materials, but 
they are too expensive for ordinary 
„construction. Most of the buildings 
which rate as fireproof are not actually 
incombustible, since more or less wood 
is employed in their interior finish. 
Only one material remains to be sup- 
plied to make the construction of abso- 
lutely incombustible buildings feasible. 
That is fireproof lumber. Some years 
ago an inventive genius patented a com- 
position of fire-clay, asbestos and other 
minerals, which it was said could be 
moulded into desired forms, cut, planed 
and nailed in place like ordinary lum- 
ber; but the new material has not made 
much headway in practical construction. 
At least we never hear anything about 
fire-proof lumber: now-a-days. But, it 
the effort cited was not a success it was 
at least an important step inthe right 
direction. Some other genius will 
come along one of these days and make 
[it a success. 
0 With flre-proof lumber available, and 
this, as well as other in combustible ma- 
terials cheapened by new discoveries 
and new processes—with the world’s 
supply of lumber growing scarce and 
high-priced—it is easy to see that some 
day there will be an important transi- 
tion, for it will then cost but little, if 
any, moreto build fire-proof than to 
o | build combustible houses. In the inter- 
d | ests of humanity such a consummation 
n | is greatly to be desired. tees

buildings. The successful employment 
Of elevators has rendered feasible” the 
construction of veritable towers of 
Babel. In Chicago this has been car-

o It is found that modern tendencies in 
building, notwithstanding considerable 
pretentions of fire-proof construction, 
greatly enhance the danger from fire. 
Insurance statistics of the United States 
show that no parallel can be found for 
. | losses in 1891, except the year of the 

great Chicago fire, which ruined many 
| companies. Indeed, the losses were so 
| great ldst year that many companies. 
went gut of business. And the worst 
feature about these modern structures, 


| that they are not only fire-traps, but | 


death-traps as well. The loss of human 
life by one Year's fires in the United 


States is simply appalling. 


All this will be obviated by the build- 
ings of the future, which will be, not 
in pretense, but in reality, non-combus- 
tible. To this end may the inventive 
genius of the country hasten the day of 
fire-proof lumber. There is a great 
fortune awaiting the man who intro- 
duces it and makes it cheap enough for 
practical every-day use. 


NoTWITHSTANDING all this talk about 
China being badly disgruntled over the 
latest exclusion measures adopted by 
Congress, andthe probability that re- 
taliatory measures will be resorted to 
it is probable that China will take the 
matter phlegmatically as _ hitherto, 
China will find little that she can do to 
spite the United States short of inaugu- 
rating hostilities, and she will hardly 
dothat. The expulsion of the thousand 
Américans now domicled in China would 
not amouut to much, and that would be 
pretty certain to involve the expulsion 
of nearly one hundred times as many 
celestials from this country. China 
cannot take a great deal of trade away 
from this country for the reason that 


she does not buy much here, and that 


only when she urgently needs and can- 
not obtain with advantage elsewhere. 
Our imports from China are many times 
larger than our exports to that coun- 
try. There is not much left the Flow- 
ery Kingdom, then, but to break off dip- 
lomatic relations and sulk. On this 
kind of a demonstration we can look 
with considerable difference. China 
must learn that we do not want any 
more of her people in this country and 
she had better accept the conclusion 
with a good grace. 

A PROPOSITION has originated among 
the newspaper compositors of New 
York to establish a school for teaching 
the use of the typé-setting machines. 
The printers who are in favor of this 
scheme evidently take the view that 
the type-setting machines should not be 
permitted to drive them out of business, 
and that if the machines have come to 
stay, they shall be operated by com- 


petent printers rather than by novices | 


who know nothing about the typo- 
graphic art beyond the mere manipula- 
tion of the type-setter key-board. The 
Bookmaker remarks in this connection, 
that learning how to use the machines 
is much wiser than fighting against

In this 
country we have had many elaborate 
defenses of Judas Iscariot without the 
thought of interference by anybody.

FLORIDA VS. CALIFORNIA. 
Among the Raymond tourists who visited 
Pasadena yesterday, the writer found an 
old acquaintance, who spent the wintet in 
Florida, and who has written a number of 
articles descriptive of that State. During 
his short stay here the visitor was led to 
express his views about this much-talked- 
about winter resort of the East, which 
may be best briefly summed upin his own 
words: 

Jam aware that it is much more agree 
able to say pleasant things than the con- 
trary, yet I must admit that the descrip- 
tions generally of Florida have been en- 
tirely too florid and partaken too much of 
the imagination. In this conviction I, am 
confirmed by the almost unanimous opin- 
ion of the tourists from the North with 
whom Icamein contact at the different 
hotels. A great deal of fertilization is re- 
quired in the production of good oranges |. 
and vegetable crops. The average altitude 
of the land is about sixty teet above the 
sea level, and in no case does it exceed 200 
feet.. This allows the breezes from the 
gulf and ocean to sweep over the land, 
moderating the temperature. The sandy 
and low condition of the land will. explain 
the illusions of many descriptions of Flor- 
ida scenery. A photograph of a driveway 
through a ferest of wide-spreading trees 
has an attractive appearance, but when 
you get beyond the shell road extending a 
short distance from the hotel you find your- 
self in from three to six inches of sand, and | 
your speed reduced tb a walk. The scenery 
from train and boat soon grows tame from 
itssameness. There is no change such as 
the hills and mountains give. 

„Railway fares, except when reduced by 
competition, are 4, 5 and even 6 cents a 
mile and off the main lines, there is much 
to tax the patience of the traveler. There 
is a great deal of property for sale in Flor. 
ida, and this fact together with many de- 
serted houses and the seeming lack of busi- 
ness in the towns, indicate that the State is 
hardly such a paradise as the land agents 
would have the people believe. Land is 
cheap. but when you add $40 or $50 per 
acre for cleaning out the scrub palmettos 
and other jungle and then wait for your 
orange trees to grow there is not much 
profit in it. 

In my mind there is no comparison be- 
tween Florida and California. In point 
of climate a F oridaequals Southera 
California in winter, but during the sum- 
mer it is unbearable. The relative merits of 
the two countries are being more generally 
sized up by the traveling public and asa re- 
sult the bulk of the tourist travel is turn.

California in particular, which country

The Disincorporators Have Suffered 
a Second Defeat. 


Anti-Saloon Legistation—A Member of the 
Confederate Spy Company Gets 
Soaked in San Antonio 
Canyon. 


The City Council held a regular meeting 
Tuesday night, and transacted much busi- 
ness of importance to the city. The most 
important was the refusal to consider’ the 
petitions for the disincorporation of the 
city. The petitions suffered a second defeat, 
the City Attorney reporting the following 
decision: Having examined the petitions, 
purporting to be a petition for exclusion of 
certain tercitory from the limits of the city 
of Pomona, I beg to report that it appear- 
ing from said petitions that lots 1 and 2, in 
block 54, of the city of Pomona, contain- 
ing the jail, is the only territory proposed 


said territory not having any pop- 
ulation, the petition is virtually 
for disincorporation without any provi- 
sions for taxes and disposing of the 
city prep? : and is not provided for by 
any law of this State. The statute provid- 
ing for the exclusion of parts of a city does 
not contemplate disincorporation as ap- 
pes from the provisions therein, requir- 
ng two distinct majorities in favor of such 
exclusion, to-wit: A majority of the votes 
of the entire city and a majority of the 
votes of the part to be excluded; that the 
city shall proceed and levy, assess and col- 
lect taxes for the payment of the indebted- 
ness of the city. The petition should, 
therefore, be rejected. Mr. Tufts, 
who presented the petitions, asked that 
no steps be taken until Westerman. 
and Hicklin could be present, and 
as the Council wanted to give them 
a fair show, it agreed to wait till next meet- 
ing. TheCity Attorney grew facetious and 
said that the residents of the jail were a 
somewhat uncertain quantity, and hinted 
that they might not be competent to run a 
city government and to attend to the gen- 
eral business of the city.

The event was preceded by a hot 
four-round set-to between George La 
Blanche, the Marine,“ and Charles 
Bernard of Portland, Or., in which the 
latter, though in poor condition, and at 
a great disadvantage as regards weight, 
made a fair showing. 
At 9:80 o’clock Purcell entered the 
ring and took up his position near the 
reporters’ bench. He was se onded by 
La Blanche and McNamee. Although 
at 148 pounds he appeared to be drawn 
a little too fine to stay, he was very con- 
fident. Maber, who was attended by 
Shannon and Butler, entered a couple 
of minutes later, and, winning the toss 
for choice, ousted his opponent from 
the reporters’ corner. The Australian, 
who weighed 188 pounds, never looked 
better in his life. His legs, as usual, 
were thin and straight, but his ribs and 
shoulders were splendidly muscled up. 
The time-keepers were Harris for the 
club, Tom Rodman for Maber and 
Charles Bernard for Purcell. Mort 
Curran was referee. 
were used. 
Time was called at. 9:40 o’clock. 
Maber. at once went over to Purcell’s 
corner, and, after a light exchange of 
body blows, jabbed his opponent in the 
mouth with his left, forcing him tocthe 
ropes. Purcell then assumed the 
ve, but Maber cleverly warded 
off his blows, and the Utah man finding 
his work ineffectual, clinched and re- 
fused to break away. 
In the next round Purcell landed a 


but the Australian forced him to the 
ropes, landing both right and left on 
his ribs and mouth. Purcell tried the 
iyot swing, but missed, and Maber 
jabbed him in the mouth with his left. 
After a clinch Maber jabbed his oppon- 
ent unmercifully a dozen times, and 


almost a minute. He finally rallied, 
however, but failed to do any exe- 
cution. 

In the third Purcell landed a pivot- 
swing en the back of Maber's neck, 
without phasing him, however, in the 
slightest: Just at the call of time 
Maber jabbed a terrific left into his 
opponent's mouth. 
urcell opened up hostilities in the 
fourth, but Maber was too clever for 
him, and as the work began to tell on 
him Maber shot his right into the Utah 
man's bread basket. Purcell clinched 
at every opportunity thereafter. 

Maber was very cautious and kept 
away several times when he might have 
rushed in, so as to avoid a chance blow 
from Purcell’s wild pivotal swings. He 
kept on jabbing him, however, until 
the ninth round without 
although Purcell tried his utmost to 
break down his epponent’s guard. In 
the ninth there was a hot exchange of 
half arm swings and Purcell landed on 
Maber’s ear, but in the tenth Maber 
drew first blood from the Utah man’s 
sore face, and from that time on Pur- 
cell’s mouth wasa sight. He tried to 
foul the Australian during a clinch and 
was warned by the referee. 

Purcell rushed at the call of time for 
the ninth round, but after a clinch was 
jabbed unmercifully by the Australian 
over a dozen times, The Salt Lake 
man was fined $25 by the referee for 
fouling his opponent in the twelfth, and 
while he was talking about it Maber- 
smashed him in the mouth again. 

The thirteenth round was a hot one. 
Maber opened up by jabbing his oppo- 
nent with his leftthreetimes. Purcell, 
who was covered with blood, rushed 
viciously, but the Australian got away, 
and, with a crushing right in the stom- 
ach, clinched. Maber then landed both 
hands on Purcell’s mouth and chin, for- 
cing himtethe ropes, and staggered 
him with a half-arm right swing on the 
jaw. Purcell again tried to foul, but 
was jabbed into his corner as time was 
called, 

Maber went after his man in the four- 
teenth and, after a series of jabs, sent 
him down with a right and left on 
mouth and stomach. Six seconds were 
counted before Purcell arose, only to go 
down again with a light tap on the face. 

Purcell came up for the fifteenth and 
last round with a rush, but after a dirty 
clinch Maber got him into his corner 
and landed right and left as before. 
The Utah man almost went down, but 
in spite of the fact that Maber refused 
to strike him while doubled up, he at- 
tempted to grab the Australian’s legs. 
Being foiled in this he stood up, but im- 
mediately went down as Maber's left 
found his chin, while his right found its 
way with crushing force into his stom- 
ach.

ASSESSMENT INSURANCE. 
an Important Decision by Judge Sander- 
son of San Francisco. 
‘The following is from the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle of Tuesday: 


Judge Sanderson has given jadament for 
Miranda E. Mills, in her suit against the 
Home Benefit Life Association to recover 
$6000 insurance on the life of her former 
husband, Lemuel T. Murray, who died on 
September 29, 1886. The company re- 
fused payment because the deceased had 
been delinquent for two assessments, 
amounting to 829.40. On the trial it was 
shown, however, that Murray, a week be- 
fore his death, sent his son to pay the as- 


ceive the money unless Murray should pre- 
sent itin person. This refusal was based 
on a rule of the corporation that money for 
delinquent assessments would not be re- 
ceived unless accompanied by a physician's 
certificate that the sender was in good 
health. This rule was departed from only 
when the insured appeared at the office of 
the company in person. It was also a rule 
OF the 


called a health certificate notice.“ 
Mills testified, however, that the last-named 
notice was not received by her husband, 
and her testimony on this point is accepted 
by the Court as conclusive. 

“Judge Sanderson held that the failure of 
the company’s employés to send such no- 
tice could not be attributed to oversight or 
accident because it might have been inten- 
tional. He added that the company for- 
feited its right to refuse payment of the ~ 
surance by failing to exercise its legal 
ilege of canceling Murray's policy whe 
became delinquent.
